SAD TIMES FOR GLAD DAY

[TORONTO] Bookstore § owner, 
Jearald Moldenhauer, is looking for a 
buyer for his Glad Day Bookstore, one of 
the most well-known -- and largest -- 
gay and lesbian bookstores in the country. 
If a buyer isn't found by the end of the 
year, he will be forced to wind down 
operations. Harassment by Canada 
Customs in the form of vandalized and 
greatly delayed shipments is cited as the 
cause of his and several other booksellers’ 
frustration. 

Moldenhauer, along with Vancouver's 
Little Sisters and the B.C. Civil Liberties 
Union have initiated legal proceedings 
against the Minister of Justice and the 


Minister of National Revenue, but taking 
the government to court is an expensive 
and draining task. 

Moldenhauer estimates his financial 
damages to be "in the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars" since 1985, and 
plans to ship his remaining stock down to 
a bookstore he runs in Boston. 


Moldenhauer feels there is something 
particularly Canadian about the situation: 
"I'm depressed, being an American, I was 
raised on the first amendment. The need 
for censorship is entrenched in many 
Canadian minds, and | guess I just haven't 
been able to conform."

A sure sign of the healthy growth 
of Metropolitan Community Church 
of Calgary is the appointment of a new 
Pastor for MCC Calgary and the 
formation of Calgary's second chapter, 
the Alleluia Mcé at the Old 'Y'.

The 
church offers a weekly Sunday 
morning service at 11 a.m., sponsors 
occasional dances, and offers space to 
different groups for a variety of 
functions, most recently in conjunction 
with the Unitarian Church of Calgary, 
the very successful 1990 Network 
Conference.

Perceptions change. 

I'll give you an example: when I 
was a kid, my dad used to eat hard- 
boiled eggs regularly. Morning after 
morning he sat at the table, and placed 
a hard-boiled egg in one of the little 
glasses from the back of the cupboard.

A childhood illusion shattered. 
A perception changed. 


Perceptions change. 

That which we interpret at one point in our lives will be interpreted 
quite differently at a later point. 

I've been 'out' -- so to speak -- in the gay community for about 
two years now. This column marks one year's worth of opinions in 
‘Thank You and Good Afternoon’. 

During this time I've been involved with the organization and 
operation of a lesbian and gay social and support group,and I've 
contributed to the growth of a magazine aimed at Alberta's gay 
communities. I've represented my community at Celebration '90 Gay 
Games III in Vancouver, and I've been a peer counsellor since 1989. 

Two years ago, I did not know any other gay men, and very few 
women. 

My view of the gay community is, to say the least, not the same as 
it was in 1988. 

Perceptions change. 


When I started writing this column in December of 1989 (the first 
'Thank You and Good Afternoon’ appeared in the January 1990 issue of 
Modern Pink), I didn't know what I was getting myself into. 

I knew I wanted a forum in which to voice my opinions not just on 
gay-oriented issues, but also on anything else of interest that would 
pop into my mind. 

I wanted to once again commit myself to a regular (if not intensive) 
writing program, and I wanted to develop, with any luck, some kind of 
following. 

As well, I wanted to give something back to the community from 
which I had received so much during the past year. 

And hell, I just like seeing my name in print. 

Well, I think I've managed to accomplish all of the above, and 
'Thank You and Good Afternoon’ is beginning to gel into something I'm 
quite comfortable sharing with zillions of unknown strangers on a 
monthly basis. I intend to continue this column for as long as I have 
opinions to share, and for as long as people want to keep reading them. 

But... 

I can't help wondering how different this past year's worth of 
columns would have been if those columns had been written today 
rather than throughout the last year. 

After all, my perceptions have changed.

PARENTS' CORNER 
Group an Extremely Valuable Resource

Parenting is definitely not, as anyone with 
children will tell you, an easy undertaking. Gay 
and lesbian parents have all the usual challenges, 
plus a few more. As the mother of an adolescent 
boy and a grade school-aged girl, I know any extra 
help or support would be more than welcome in 
my life. 

I recently attended my first meeting of the 
Lesbian Mothers Defence Fund. I was surprised to 
find that this was an "if there isn't sufficient interest, 
we may have to disband" meeting. Fortunately, 
enough mothers, co-parents, and _ prospective 
parents showed up to keep the group going. At 
least, for now. 

The meeting provided these women with an 
opportunity to discuss how the group might best 
meet their current and projected needs, as well as 
addressing many immediate concerns. 

Mothers with grown-up children were able to 
offer advice to mothers just starting out. Those with 
adolescents compared notes, and even made 
arrangements to have their teens get acquainted 
socially in the hope of helping them feel a little less 
alienated in a 'straight world', even if only by 
knowing their home situations aren't entirely 
unique. 

Parents of grade school children and pre- 
schoolers signed up for a baby-sitting exchange 
where their wee ones could be cared for in their 
absence, without having to ‘hide things' and 
rearrange their entire households. 

Those just thinking about the possibility of 
having a child were encouraged to ask any 
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questions that might help them in making that 
decision, or just to observe and listen if they 
preferred. We were even lucky enough to have a 
precious 4—week old baby boy, named Dannen, to 
smile and coo at. There was definitely no shortage 
of loving arms for Dannen to doze in. 

For those of us who had no previous contact 
with the Lesbian Mothers Defence Fund, it proved 
to be an enjoyable and enlightening evening. In my 
opinion, this group could be of great benefit to 
women seeking to become parents as well as those 
who already are. 

The Lesbian Mothers’ objectives cover a wide 
variety of needs including: information and 
assistance with regard to artificial insemination, 
child custody, and related legal concerns; a baby- 
sitting network; workshops on specific parenting 
and co-parenting issues; and social activities the 
whole family can be involved in. More importantly, 
it provides a means to get together with other 
lesbian women in various stages of life as they 
relate their parenting experiences and concerns, 
and offer much needed support to one another. 

My sincere hope is to see this group's potential 
fully utilized by the community. We have an 
extremely valuable resource available here for all 
lesbian mothers, co-parents and their children, no 
matter what stage of child-rearing you find 
ourself involved i in. V

One warm spring day, a successful salesman in 
his mid-forties committed suicide. 

He was married and lived in St Catherines, 
Ontario. 

John was a man who found himself somewhat 
unfulfilled. 

In a manner seeming to offer no threat to the 
stability of his world, John sought out that 
fulfillment - in a public washroom. 

He was just one of over 30 men arrested in St. 
Catherines when police instituted one of their 
periodic raids on men engaging in washroom sex. 
This was actually only one city in a nationwide blitz 
at the time. 

John's suicide was the result of the shame our 
heterosexist society forced upon him. 

As well, the method he chose to deal with his 
homosexual feelings was just as much forced upon 
him by that same society. 

'Tea-room trade’, as its affectionately known in 
the gay community, happens. 

Lack of proper information or the knowledge 
to get that information and the fear of discovery can 
force some gays, lesbians and bi-sexuals into this 
type of anonymous encounter. 

Not too surprising is the fact it is more 


= 


prevalent in smaller communities. 

This doesn't mean it isn't happening in Calgary 
or Edmonton or even Vancouver. 

Individuals wishing to experience the danger 
factor, a rush, the high of defiance, can find 
themselves especially inclined to participate. 

Sure, the vision of a man limbo dancing under 
the partition between toilets is what usually comes 
to mind at the mention of tea-room trade or the 
labeling of someone as a 'can—queen', but is it really 
the norm? 

In some situations, that may be true, but more 
so, I believe washrooms to be one of the primary 
meeting places for gays, lesbians and bi-sexuals. 

Age doesn't seem to be a factor -- people of all 
ages and interests can be found there. 

The fact that it is illegal doesn't lower the 
number of incidents. 


On attempting to determine the legality of tea- 
room trade, I find myself reading through the 
Criminal Code of Canada. 

Sections 171(a) and 171(b) state the prosecution 
must prove the intent to insult or offend any person 
in order to convict. 

That's interesting.

In a utopian world, the need for tearoom trade 
wouldn't exist. Society's acceptance __if 
homosexuality -- at whatever point it occurs in a 
persons life -- would let gays join society as 
equals. Until then, the washroom is an outlet for 
some people. 

One of my friends recently told me he came 
out after falling in love with another man. Despite 
the relationship failing after a number of months, it 
remains a pivotal moment in my friend's life. 

He met his ex-boyfriend in a washroom. 

Tearoom trade isn't always dirty and sordid.
